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INDESCRIBABLE RUIN ON THE ISTHMUS

FEPECTAL TELEGRAM TO THE DISPATCR.!

New Yorx, Nov. 22— "Its s stmange
picture—the pandemonium that reigns in
the French Chamber of Deputies, eontrasted
with the desolation and almost indesoribs-
ble ruin st Panama,” said & gentleman who
recenily returned from Panama to a reporter
this morning. “Over 1,500,000,000 francs
have been taken out of Frarce, carried
down there and dumped ioto the mud
Thousands of lives have been sacrificed and
drained offt the black popuiation of the An-
tilles 82 no war or pestilence counld bave
done.

*“It will be & long time before the world
will believe what insane methods of ex-
penditure have led to the bursting of the
Panams bubble and the loss of 300,000,000
to France. The engineers began the work
with a crade survey of the Isthmos, which
was found to be so imperiect that the whole
thing bad to be thrown away and a new
survey made after £100,000,000 had been
spent.  Just east of the city of Panama &
€1,000,000 hospital was erected without
considering the drainage facilities

Gross Mistakes and Extravigances.

“It was intended to carry the sewerage into
& valley whence it would be earried by a
stream into the bay of Panama. After it
had been built the city of Pansmsa resolved
thet the system of drsinage threst-
ened the health of the town, and &t av extra
expenditure of £500,000 the drainage wns
carried into another wallev. One of the
superintendents, whose residence cost the
company $160,000. built a driveway at a cost
of $675,000 iu order to inspeet the works
from his carriage.

“T counted 65 steel drills standing on the
track a few miles west from Culebra. Ther
cost $250,000, but they had never lifted a
yard of earth when eondemned by the en-
gineers of the company, and run off on to a
side track torot. I saw a train ol 30 loco-
motives, beautiful engines, painted and
shining, apparently fit to fire up and start
on an hour’s notice. Itook my penknife and
dug the rivets out of the boilers and with
my hands broke of the brass-cocks and

uges. A shipload of machigery from

“rance wan landed st Aspinwall, loaded
sboard the cars and sent out on to the line
of the canal. After a certain time the rail-
road company notified the engineers of the
eanul that urless the cars were unlosded be-
fore & certain date the machinery would be
dumped off by the railroad employes.
Machinery Dumped Into the Swamp.

"When the day arrived the cars were
hauled to & swamp and the whole shipload
of engines, boilers,tools and an entire plant
for a machine shop were thrown in the mud
and ina month had sunk out of sight
When $250,000,000 bad been spent sll the
plaus were changea acain, the estimated
cos! of the eanal again increansed, this time
to $500,000,000, ar 2, 500,000,000 franes. The
idea of eonstruncting a canal at ocesn level
without locks was abandoned,

“A pew plan was made, new surveys ex-
tended and the whole thing becun over
azuiu oo the scheme of constructing tre-
mendons reservoirs up in the mounntains
back of Culebra to retain the waters of the
Chagres river and to raise the canal over
the hille by locks and drop it sgain to the
ocean level. Thie work was begun blindly
in the desperation of the engineers to uc-
complish something and was prosecuted
until the Chagres river had washed
sway thair steel bridges, filled their excava-
tinns sgain and presented a problem so for-
midable that the engineers actually deter.
mined to build two ecanals, one for com-
merce and the other to control the Chrages
river, and at last abandoned even that and
declared the river uncontrollable.

A Cost That WiIl Appall,

“The city of Aspinwall stands on made
ground—an island off shore—that was con-
structed by the company to hold the plant
intended for operations on the Atlantie. If
the investigation of the French Chawher
reveals the cost and wethods of construe-
tion of that island, the world will stand
appalled. When the salaries of the offi-
cials of the company and the bhabits
of their lives on the Isthmus are
exposed the world will langh. When the

ieture is drawn of the great charnel holes

tween Panama and Aspinwall, where the
bodies of the thousands of the dead were
thrown to rot day and night tor months and
vears, and when the ghastiy details of the
awful erimes against humanity that were
committed there bave all been told the
world will be horrified.

“‘But constrasted with all this is a fact
that Amerieans cun be proud of. The only
contract that was ever awarded and honestly
carried ont on the Panama Caual was held
by an American contractor. It was the
work of dredging in from Aspinwall toward
the hills The work was taken by Henry
B. Slavin, who received his moner, built a
dozen of the most powerful dredges that
have ever been eoustrucied, took them to
Papama and completed his contraet within
the time limit. He worked on an entirely
difierent svstem from the Frenchmen. He
took his own men, took car* of them in his
own way, lost cnmpnnure!y tew lives nnd
dia his work well.”
